In view of the high cost of living in 
Shanghei and the difficulty in securing employment, 
the /Fellow Countrymen's Association, 6&0 Yu Ya Ching 
Road, addressed & letter to the Chamber of Commerce 
at Ningpo on September 16, informing them of the 
local situation and advising people not to come to 


Shanghai to mek employment. 
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September 18, 1939. 


At abovt 12.45 a.m. September 16, a Chinese of about 
30 yeare of age, accompanied by an individual dressed in a 
Canton silk vest, presented hinself at the Red Cross Hospital 
on Avenue Haig.

Bombs Thrown into a Customs Brokerage Hong on Rue du Consulat 


yt about 12.30 pem. yesterday three unknown persons called 
at the *ung Sheng Tai stoms Brokerage Hong, House No. 10, Lane Nc 
183, Rue du Consulat. One of them threw two grenades one of 
which exploded wounding two employees. The three men made good 
their escape after leaving behind several printed papers a 
translation of which follows: 
"Execution of Hu Tsing Ching and other traitors of 
the Yung Sheng Tai Hong who are supplying provisions 
to the enemy. 
"Executed by the Anti-Japanese Group 
of the Chinese Race Charged with the 
Extermination of Traitors." 

The Yung Sheng Tai, the manager of which is Hu Tsing 
Ching residing at No. 1C, Lane No. 120, Rue Bourgeat, has since 
May, 1938 estported on behalf of its_clients about 150,000 bags 
of flour to Tientsin, a city under Japanese occupation. Ahout 
a month ago, the hong received a threatening letter signed 
“Anti apanese “roup cf the Chinese Hace Charged with the 
Extermination of Traitors." The threat was not taken seriously 
for the shop suspended the exportation for a few days only. 

An investigation has revealed that of the 99 Customs 
brokerage hongs in the French Concession 18 are engaged in the 
exportation of cereals to North China, including the hong that 
was attacked yesterday. 


Situation at the Yengtszepoo Fish Market 


We reported on September 6 that the Fish Market in 
Yangtszepoo had adopted a new method of business which consisted 
of dividing the fish in lots and then selling to the highest 
bidder. As this method was found to be harmful to the business 
of the market, it has been abandoned. The value of the lots was 
often beyond the purse of the hawkers.

No. 304 Gonsujar Ordinance 
August 25, 1938 


We, Pierre Auge, Acting Consul-General for France 
at Shanghai, Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, Medaille 
Militaire and Croix de Guerre, 

By virtue of Article XIII of the Regulations of 
the Municipal Organization of the Prench Concession at 
Shanghai dated January 15, 1987, 

Have ordered and do order as followas- 

Article 1 - The sidewalk in front of each house 
mist be constantly kept clear for traffic and maintained in 
a State of cleanliness. All articles liable to obstruct or 
endanger traffic especially rubbieh dropped by passera-by 
and packing materials, must be removed as a#0on as they are 
not iced. The sidewalk must be washed at least once a days 

The washing of the gutter with plenty of water once 
a day is compulsory. 

Article 2 - The head of a family living on the ground 
floor of a building isa responsible for the observance of the 
atipulationa contained in Article l. If the ground floor 
ia occeupied by several families, the various heads of families 
will be held jointly responsible. 

article 3 - The washing of the sidewaiks ie not 
meceasary during frost. The eidewalk ehould be sprinkleu 
with and or aah.

SUBJECT: Mme. Chiang Kai Shek's visit to Shanghai. . 


Madame CHIANG KAI SHEK, accompanied by two armed pody- %°°74/% 
guards and a personal maid, arrived here at 2.11.20 oe OL eee = 
ber 18, by the Shanghai Nanking highway via Soochew. 

She entered the Settlement by Brenan Road. As her body 
guards were armed, the British soldiers on duty prevented Mme. 
CHIANG and her suite from entering the Settlement. after 
a certain amount of argument, a British officer permitted Mme. 
CHIANG to telephone to her brother, Dr. T.V. SOONG, who arrived 
on the spot a short time later. Thanks to the efforts of Dr. 
SOONG, Mme. CHIANG was able to proceed. She went direct to 
the residence of Dr. H.H. KUNG, wheres she arrived at 1.35 pem. 
She had an interview there with Madame KUNG. At about 4 pes. 
she proceeded to her own home at 9 RoutevFrancis Garnier. At 
5.10 peme she left and returned to the KUNG residence. At 
7 Deme Mme. CHIANG KAI SHEK, accompanied by her brother, left 
by car for Soochow via Route Ghisi. At Socohow Dr. T.V. SOONG 
had an interview of an important nature with the Generalissimo. 
Dr. SOONG returned to Shanghai at 5 a.m. on the 19th. After 
his arrival he made bis way to 262 Route Fergusson, the home of 
Mr. MAZOT, and remained there until 11 a.m. when he went to his 
own residence. 

As a result of the trouble which Mme. CHIANG KAI SHEK 
had with the British Military Post at Bremen Road, the Chinese 
Authorities are reported to have decided to advise Chinese 
notables going to or from Shanghai to make use of the Routes 
Ghisi entrance into the French Concession or Settlement.
